On Wednesday, June 29, 2011 a Special Meeting of the Illinois Gaming Board (“Board”) was 
held on the 3 rd floor at 160 N. LaSalle, Chicago, Illinois. 

On Wednesday, June 29, 2011 at approximately 10:00 A.M. the following Board members were 
present: Chairman Jaffe, and Member Moore. Member Gardner participated via telephone. At 
10:25 A.M. on Wednesday, June 29, 2011, Chairman Jaffe called the meeting to order. Pursuant 
to Section 2(c), paragraphs (1), (14) and (21) of the Open Meetings Act and Section 6(d) of the 
Riverboat gambling Act, Chairman Jaffe moved that the Board retire to Closed Session to 
discuss the items listed under Closed Session on today’s agenda and relating to the 
following subject matters:

2. Investigations concerning applicants and licensees.
